Showers Family History Clippings 


The document consists of a number of scanned newspaper clippings and memorial or 
funeral cards, which were also in the effects of Diamond Jewel Jarvis. The clippings are 
related to the Showers family, the Bibby family, and the Lancaster family (the family of 
Diamond's first husband). 


Diamond and Willard were both descendants of Captain Michael Showers (1767-1853), 
whose mother, Hannah Vontock, was a seventh-generation descendant of William of 
Orange. 


These clippings were in the effects of Diamond Jewel Jarvis, née Showers (1910-1995). 
It passed to her step-son Neil Ridley Jarvis, and then to his son, Dale Gilbert Jarvis, 
who scanned it and compiled it here.
